The South Australian Minister

| Last month only 4.3% of possible 


wage earners were out of work. 

Evidence of growing prosperity 
is the increase in bank deposits 
which are monthly making new 
records, specially high in the 
State of Victoria, The Common- 
wealth Statistician at Canbera has 
announced the present total to be 
% 10,000,000 in excess of the 
figures for 1936, and that the sum 
deposited by the end of November 
reached £ 235,329,000 in all 
Australian saving banks, 

In retrospect, the year has been 
good, and reasonable to good 
prices are ruling for primary 
products, The tone of the wool 
market during December augurs 
well for the New Year. The 
November figures were low, but 
then there was a recovery, though 
with the better prices prevailing, 
it is to be hoped growers will not 
expect a marked upward trend, as 
there will be considerable unsold 
wool from this year on the market, 
since Yorkshire and Japan have 
bought less than usual. Wheat 
growers, in spite of drought, have 
had a satisfactory year, the 
(estimated) yield of 46,750,000 
bushels being good for prevailing 
weather conditions.

INTERVIEW WITH LATVIAN 
PROPAGANDA MINISTER 


Mr. Alfred Berzins, Propaganda 
Minister of Latvia, is one of the 


| three men to hold similar posts 


in Europe, indeed in the world. 
The name of the Ministry of 


Propaganda in Latvian is rather | 


“Ministry of Social Affairs“, but 
the Minister himself admits that 
it is actually an office of 
propaganda, and his role in 
Latvia is identical to that of 
Goebbels in Germany’ or Alfiert 
in Italy. 

The Riga correspondent of ATE 
interviewed Mr. Berzins on the 
occasion of his forthcoming visit 
to Poland, 

Mr. Berzins outlined the 
activity of his ministry, which is 
quite recent, as it was founded on 
April 1-st 1937. He stated that 
there are few aspects of social 
life which are not covered by the 
work of the Ministry of 
Propaganda. The press, naturally, 
comes under its control. 
Broadeasting is also one of the 
principal weapons of the official 
Latvian propaganda, There is a 
film department, producing 
educational films, 

The social organisations receive 
special care from Mr, Berzins, 
who before his entrance into the 
cabinet was active in the national 
organisation of the “Aizsargi 
under the leadership of President 
Ulmanis, who authorised the 
Ministry of Social Affairs to 
control the organisation in his 
name. Various other spheres of 
life, such as teaching, education, 
cultural activities, art, literature, 
tourist traffic, ete, are controlled 
by the Ministry, which has plenty 
of work, in spite of its somewhat 
vague name, (ATE) 


DANZIG 


Since the exposé of Minister 
Beck, a certain section of the 
Polish press has criticised him 
for giving too little attention in 
his speech to the problem of 
Danzig. 

In the course of the debate of 
the Foreign Affairs Commission, 
Mr. Beck stated that the attitude 
of the Polish Government towards 
the problem of Danzig remained 
unchanged and that he did not 
admit the possibility of any 
restriction of the rights of Poland 
in Danzig. Moreover, Mr. Beck 
pointed out that in the course of 
the last year several practical 
questions relative to the co- 
existence of Poland and Danzig 
have been successfully solved, 
including the important question 
of economic collaboration. 


Referring to the frequent 
alarms with regard to the 
Danzig situation, Mr. Beck 


suggested that the scaremongers 
may be inspired by foreign 
interest, as' it is not in the 
interest of Poland to present the 
position of Danzig as precarious, 
without sufficient grounds for that 
statement. In any case, Poland 
will not tolerate any attempt to 
limit or reduce her rights in 
Danzig, which are yital to her 


interests,

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LONDON LETTER

With other countries reporting 
the most severe cold of the year 
Great Britain is troubled by a 
severe south-westerly gale which 
is causing numerous deaths and 
injuries by land and sea, One 
death and various other accidents 
occurred in London: a window 
cleaner was blown off a sill and 
a hoarding fell on a woman in the 
City. From far and near come 
reports of trees blown across 
roads, of a signal falling across a 
railway line in front of a train, 
and of ships in distress. Mr. 
Anthony Eden, returning from 
France for consultation before 
proceeding to the postponed 
meeting at Geneva, was a 
passenger in a ship which hit the 
breakwater at Folkestone, Various 
liners and warships were held up 
in port when about to sail. 
Altogether it was a wild though 
magnificent week-end, and the 
gale, which had not yet blown 
out on Sunday night was as 
strong in the Irish Sea as it was 
in the Straits of Dover, 

Nevertheless Mr. De Valera 
arrived in London to begin the 
negotiations with the British 
Government which were forecast 
in this Letter a few weeks ago 
when the new Constitution of 
Eire was discussed, He received 
a tumultuous welcome at Euston 
Station, where he had to be 
smuggled out by a ruse to escape 
the boisterous attentions of his 
Trish admirers who broke 
through the cordon of police. It 
is widely believed that Mr. De 
Valera, who himself asked for the 
London conversations, has 
suggested a partial settlement of 


ithe Ulster Problem by means of 


a Federal Parliament for all 
Ireland, while yet allowing the 
two areas autonomy in local 
affairs, Ulster does not take kindly 
to any treatment of the problem 
which suggests that Partition is 
unnatural; and the immediate 
retort of Lord Craigavon, the 
Ulster Premier, was to announce 
a quick general election with the 
separation of Ulster as the only 
issue, He will, of course, secure 
his handsome majority. Whatever 
the numbers of Irish Nationalists 
there may be in Ulster, their 
weight will not be apparent in 
an election arranged through 
parliamentary constituencies. Lord 
Craigavon is not advocating a 
referendum. On the other hand, 
no bitterness has yet been 
imported into the political situation 
by any of the contestants and 
as all three governments involved 
can hope to reap solid advantages 
from a settlement of outstanding 
questions there is every reason 
why hot-heads should be kept 
under short rein. 

Mr. De Valera has a reputation 
in England as a stubborn visionary 
who will inflict or undergo any 
discomfort for the sake of an 
abstract principle. But time has 
vindicated him as a very able 
political strategist, as a sincere 
man, and as one of the realists 
among European rulers. He is said 
to be on very friendly terms with 
Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, the 


Dominions Secretary, a young 
man who regards the Irish 
problem from the post-War point 
of view, and the Prime Minister 
himself may be credited with the 
desire for fitting Ireland into a 
general scheme of settlement 
which embraces America, 
Germany and Italy. None of this 
is to say that the negotiations 
will necessarily succeed. The 
insistence on the unity of all 
Treland by Mr, De Valera may be 
satisfied by a gesture with regard 
to principle, London and Dublin 
have need of one another's help 
in the matter of defence, and 
both would benefit by a cessation 
of the trade war. There are there- 
fore strong forces working towards 
a settlement, and no doubt the 
essential points have been under 
discussion for a long time past. 
So far as the general ` situation 
goes, there is a less ardent 
championship of Northern Ireland 
than there used to be, while 
Southern Ireland is regarded as 
a country going its own way, 
unpredictable in its politics but 
friendly enough and increasingly 
attractive as a tourist centre. 
One minor indication of changed 
times may have its own bearing 
on the Irish question in a sense 
which did not have to be 
considered before 1914, The six 
companies which carry air traffic 
in Great Britain have been 
meeting to arrange their concerted 
plans for next season. T hese 
companies, with their main 
junctions at Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Bristol and London, will carry 
their traffic along a number of 
routes converging at Liverpool, 
as recommended by the Maybury 
Committee, and a glance at the 
map shows that Liverpool is the 
centre of a land system which, 
under modern conditions of 
communications, does not make 
so much account of salt-water 
divisions, Here the mutual 
dependence of England and 
Treland at once comes into play, 
both in peace and in war. By air, 
the east coast system is little 
more than a feeder for the west 
coast lines which extend from the 
Channel Islands to the Orkneys; 
and London, which links up 
directly with Liverpool, is at the 
same time the chief link with the 
nearby countries of the Continent, 


The activities of the Left in 
their bid for the control of public 
opinion was shown last Sunday 
by a mass meeting at the Albert 
Hall sponsored by the Left Book 
Club.

TREASURY PAYMENT TO THE 
BANK OF POLAND 


In accordance with its statutes 
the Bank of Poland opened a 
eredit in favour of the Polish 
Treasury of 100 million zlotys free 
of interest, and since 1932 the 
actual amount booked on this 
account against the Treasury was 
90 million zlotys. During 
December last the Treasury 
refunded 10 million zlotys of this 
credit to the Bank. 


STATE REVENUE AND 
EXPENDITURE 


The budgetary revenue of the 
Polish Treasury in December, the 
ninth month of the current fiscal 
year, totalled 213,955,000 zlotys; | 
as budgetary expenditure 
amounted to 209,366,000 zlotys, the 
surplus for the month came to 
4,589,000 zlotys, the highest 
monthly excess of revenue over 
expenditure on record so far for 
the fiscal year. Treasury revenue 


in December was higher by 
7,245,000 zlotys than in 
November, mostly owing to the 


taking out of trading licenses for 
the year 1938, Expenditure was 
also higher by 5,599,000 zlotys 
than in November; the 
requirements for the service of 
the National Debt amounted to 
28.7 million zlotys.

BANK OF POLAND IN 1937 


In the course of 1937 the reserve 
of gold and foreign exchange of 
the Bank of Poland increased by 
48.4 million zlotys, to a total cf | 
47.1 million zlotys. The circulation 
of notes increased slightly, by 
24 million zlotys. The circulation 
had on December 3l-st a gold 
cover of 33%. 


A SHIP FOR COFFEE

ZINC AND LEAD OUTPUT 


The total output of the Polish

tons of zine sheets (17,737 tons), 
211,803 tons of sulphuric acid |

production of zinc, sulphuric acid 
and lead were: 15.8, 37.3 and 17.1 
per cent respectively, whilst the 
decline in the production of zine 
sheets came to 11.3 per cent.

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| THE NEW POLISH OBSERVATORY 


Schools, social, cultural, 
scientific institutions — not 
Statues and stones — are the 
monuments by which a grateful 
nation honours the memory of | 
its great hero and liberator 
Marshal Pilsudski. The high — 
mountain observatory on the 
Czarnohora is one of these lasting | 
tributes erected on a lonely peax 
where a short time ago only 
eagles used to soar. Planned by 
the Polish Aerial and Antigas 
Defense League shortly before 
the death of Marshal Pilsudski 
the idea of the Observatory met 
with his full approval. In the 
spring of 1935, the League, under | 
the guidance of its distinguished | 
president, General Leon Berbecki, | 
went to work, having plans | 
drafted, grounds sur veyed, 
enquiries made after the best | 
equipment. It is but just to 
underline the great merit of the 
League in defraying the) 
considerable cost of construction, 
plant and apparatus, in taking the | 


best advice available, and in 
offering the institution now | 
approaching completion, to the | 


nation, to science and, we can | 
say with confidence, to the whole | 
of humanity. The direct 

beneficiaries are the Pilsudski | 
University at Warsaw, of which | 
the new Observatory will form 

an integral part, and the State 

Meteorological Institute. 

Let us consider the geographical | 
position of the new observatory, | 
its possibilities, its benefit to | 
science andj mankind, and the 
efforts neé¢essary to reach the 
goal. 


The Czarnohora is a chain of 
mountains forming part of the 
great Carpathian range in the 
South-East of Poland; Pope Ivan, 
the third highest peak of the 
Czarnohora was found to be the 
right place for the intended 
fortress of science. A fortress we 
call it, for it is built of broad 
stone slabs taken from the 
mountain itself; the walls of the 
tower are over 6 feet thick and 
the stairease is hidden in the 
thickness of the wall. For several 


hundred miles around the 
mountains stretch into Poland, 
Roumania, Czechoslovakia and 


even into Hungary. The nearest | 
railway station is some’ 50 miles 
distant. There is no road from | 
the bottom to the top of the | 
mountain, only steep footpaths 
used by the mountaineers; those | 
who are connected with the 
completion of the observatory | 
may boast of no mean deed. A 
few weeks ago Mr, Hugh | 
Ruttledge, the Himalayan explorer | 
and leader, of the Mount Everest 
Expedition, when speaking in 
Warsaw of alpinistic feats called 
them victories of the human mind 
and spirit. The work achieved ‘on 
Pope Ivan is a victory of that 
kind, Building materials and 
appliances: iron and steel, cement 
and coppersheets, not to mention 
the instruments, had to be carried 
up the stony path bit by bit into 
regions where in winter the snow 
is over three yards deep. All in all 
800 metric tons had to be 
transferred to the top. A peasant's 
cart harnessed with two sturdy 
horses of the special local race 
cannot carry more than about 
250 kilos; 3200 carts had to be 
loaded and brought up one by one. 


The transport of the 
astronomical equipment which 
arrived packed in 33 cases 
presented some difficulties 
when it came to carry 
up the mountain the huge 
revolving copper covered dome, the 
axle and some other parts but 
also this dilemma was skilfully 
solved. If we consider that the 
height of the mountain is 2022 
metres above sea level, about 920 
feet above the Mount Wilson 
observatory, in California, further 
that for a long period 80 people 
were employed on the erection. of 
the building and had to be housed

and fed, that the cattle for their 
meat had to be brought up to the 
mountain and killed; that the 
dvinving water had to be carried 
from a spring about 300 yards 
below; that no work at all could 
be done in winter during the long 
“dead season“ — we realize the 
amount of energy and zeal which 
made the achievement possible. 
The new American Observatory, 
the largest in the world now being 
constructed on Mount Palomar in 
California is situated at -an 
altitude of 2000 metres; in Europe 
we have only one observatory 
higher than the one in Czarnohora; 
it is the meteorogical and 
astronomie station on the Pic du 
in the Pyrenees, at an 
altitude of 2877 metres above sea- 
level. 

The Pilsudski Observatory in 
Czarnohora is going to have its 
own electric plant, its own central 
heating, its own well and of 
course its own system of telephone 
and telescript communications. 
It may interest dealers to hear 
that the whole of the astronomie 
equipment was ordered in England 
as also the astrographie telescope 
with a 13 inch lens, the electrically 
controlled clockwork and all the 
other instruments of the newest 
and best type. 

Examining the range of 
advantages the new observatory 
will offer, we must state before

The short wave sender in the 
Czarnohora will send out weather 
communiqués every three hours 
without interruption, thus 
enabling pilots to change their 
course if necessary. In constant 
touch with the other Polish 
meteorological high mountain 
station on the Kasprowy Wierch 
in Zakopane the station on Pop 
Ivan will make sure of permanent 
watch of weather conditions for 
flying purposes in higher regions. 

Poland, the country of 
Copernicus, and Polish Astronomy 
expect from the activities of the 
new institute a rebirth of its best 
traditions, 

The Pilsudski Observatory will 
be inaugurated in the spring of 
1938 but some observation work 
has been done since the fixing of 
the astrographic telescope. The 
results will be published shortly.

Following the method of 
creating autonomous republics for

district of Dzierzynski in the 
province of Minsk for the Poles. 
{ts centre, the town of Kosdanov, 
was called Dzierzynsk, after the 
famous chief of the GPU, who 
was a Pole by birth. 

The numerous Communist agents . 
in the autonomous Polish district 
tried to make- of its population 
propagandists, who could be later 
used for work in Poland proper. 
The activity of the Communist 
party, and of its agents, was quite 
unsuccessful in the Polish district 
Its inhabitants were mostly 
Polish yeomen entirely 
unsympathetic to communism, 

After a number of years, 
Moscow despaired of ever making 
Communists of the population of 
the Dzierzynski district. It was 
even suspected that, instead of 
being Communist agents in 
Poland, these Poles might become 
Polish agents in Russia. To avoid 
that risk, the Soviet authorities 
started mass, deportations of 
Poles from the Minsk region to 
Siberia, to Central Russia or to 
the Solowki islands, 

Even Poles who, for the sake of 
convenience, became Communists 
were deported or arrested, The 
use of the Polish language, which 
was authorised officially in the 
Dzierzynski district until 1937, 
has been now forbidden, The 
Polish Communist newspaper 
Orka was closed. After the 
failure of the attempt to use 
Minsk as a base of Communist 
infiltration into Poland, all the 
privileges which the Communist 
Poles have hitherto enjoyed in 


Russia have been retracted.

The seventy fifth anniversary 
of the Polish national rising of 
1863 is being celebrated this 
month. The insurrection of 1863, 
if it was the least successful, was 
also the most heroic of the Polish 
fights for freedom. 

The insurgents of 1863 were 
hardly armed at all and fought 
against vastly superior forces, | 
never surrendering until they 
were bodily captured. They had 
everything against them, Their 
campaign began in the midst of a 
severe winter and the date of the 
outbreak was not planned by the 
insurgents, but forced on them by 
events. 

A force of about 25,000 men 
fought for about a year against 
the Russian Empire, with its 
limitless resources of troops and 
armaments, 

Many of the insurgents captured

IT IS NOT SERIOUS 
(Teatr Nowy) 


In honour of the memory of 
Jate Luigi Pirandello the Teatr 
Nowy has recently presented one 
of his plays, a comedy entitled 
“IT IS NOT SERIOUS“. 

This work is one of the weakest 
plays of Pirandello, both in its 
construction and its problematic 
intellectualism, it is far from the 
high level of the other comedies 
and dramas of this author, 

The contents is trite, Signor 
Memmo Speranza, a handsome, 
but unwise young man has 
too much success among women 
and continually falls in love. 
Wishing to escape from these 
engagements Signor Speranza 
marries Gasparina Toreta, the 
poor owner of a boarding house, 
a modern Cinderella, created by 
adverse circumstances. This 
marriage, however, is not serious. 

Miss Gasparina (on the Warsaw 
stage appearing under the changea 
name of Flora) as reward of being 
the fictitious wife of Memmo, 
receives a beautiful villa, where 
her conditions of life change. In 
this happy atmosphere, therefore, 
the heroine transforms herself 
from a sorrowful, unhappy girl 
into a charming, lively and 
beautiful young woman, and 
transforms the escapade into 
serious affair, 

This story is the enigmatic 
form, so usual to be met in 
Pirandello'‘s works, but this time 
deprived of his usual specific wit 
and his philosophical point of 
view. IT IS NOT SERIOUS 
seems frequently to be the work 

‘of an unhappy imitator of 
Pirandello's style, than that of 
the famous author, 

Why the Teatr Nowy has chosen 
this play, instead of showing one 
of his really interesting comedies 
or dramas — known or unknown 
in Warsaw — remains a riddle. 

The leading rôle of Gasparina-~ 
Flora is a great success for Miss 
Zofia Lindorféwna, who has 
shown all the changes in the 
heroine with expression, 
intelligence and talent. 

Her partner Dobiesław 
Damiecki, as Memmo Speranza 
has convincing playing and 
personal charm, 

Special mention should be made 
of Janina Macherska, who has 
created the character of an old 
maid, Miss Maria Terasso; as also 
Czesław Skonieczny and 
Franciszek Dominiak, very good in 
their comic burlesques. The 
remaining players were not on a 
high level. The “provincial style“ 
of playing and word expression 
of Lucjan Krzemietiski is more 
and more irritating with each 
new role. 

The scenery is by Stanistaw 
Jarocki. The play is produced by 
Karol Borowski. 


= CANDIDA, 
(The Maria Malicka Theatre) 


This is one of the best earlier 
works of George Bernard Shaw. 

The finesse of Candida‘s each 
situation and character, the 
delightful duel between the 
husband, Rev. James Morell and 
Eugene Marchbanks for Candida‘s 
heart, and finally the creed of 
that most charming among G.B.S. 
heroines, stand on the summits 
of Shaw's style, wit and talent. 
“To create, however, a considerab‘e 
scenic rendering of Shaw's 
comedy, the players must give a 
performance, equal in its finesse 
with the text. In addition, the 
performers must satisfy not only 
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therefore very difficult, and these 
tasks were even not fulfilled by 
Frank Reynold! “English 
Players“ who presented Candida 
in 1932 at the Teatr Polski with 
Margaret Vaughan in the title 
réle. 

The same applies to the Maria 
Malicka Theatre, where the cast 
cannot rise to the playing of 
CANDIDA correctly. Only Maria 
Malicka in the title réle gives a 
creation, which deserves 
comparison with the best 
interpreters of the part. The Rev. 
James Morell was only a tiring 
orator in Janusz Nowacki's 
interpretation, while the 
unhealthy appearance of Roman 
Zawistowski does not correspond 
with the youth and charm of 


Marchbanks, whose text is 
rendered by the actor with 
intelligence. Finally the over- 


playing of Marcin-Rydzewski 
(Burgess, Candida‘s father), and 
the lack of artistic individuality 


of Henryk Modrzewski (Rev. 
Alexander Mill) could not add 
anything interesting to the 
performance, 


Miss Halina Cieszkowska, on 
the other hand, as Proserpine 
Garnet, the secretary, gives a very 
original, slightly glaring 
burlesque, but unfortunately une 
not resembling the creation of 
G. B. S. 

The production of the play was 
in the hands of Zbyszko Sawar, 
who gives a good tempo to the 
performance. The study of the 
Rev. James Morell received a 
good plastic realization in the 
décors of Stanisław Kurman.

WARSAW CONCERTS 


There has been a wealth of 
concerts during the past week in 
Warsaw so that the musie lover 
met with an embarras de richesse. 
Among the most interesting were 
that of Mme Korwin-Szymanowska 
the inimitable interpreter of her 
brother's music and the Sonata 
evening of Eugenie Umińska and 
Zygmunt Dygat. These two artists 
constitute an excellent ensemble 
and their performance was 
characterized by a thoroughly 
musical interpretation of three 
sonatas by Mozart, Brahms and 
Beethoven of which the last, the 
Kreutzer Sonata was apparently 
the most congenial to the two 
performers. The Symphony 
concert in the Philharmonic on 
the 14-th inst. was conducted by 
Rudolf Nilius from Vienne who 
gave a good account of the Oberon 
ouverture as well as Schénberg's 
Verklärte Nacht, without however 
exhibiting any strong 
individuality. The pianist was 
Walter Rummel who played 
Czajkowski's concerto in b flat 


minor, While possessing a great 
technique the pianist showed 
little charm or poetry, nor was 


there always a perfect 
understanding between the soloist 
and the orchestra. Among the 
encores which he gave, the most 
satisfactory was the performance 
of a piece by Bach. Rytel's Dream 
of Dante met with great 
appreciation but Haydn's 
symphony concertante fell

NEW EXHIBITIONS AT THE 
L P.S: 


The Winter Salon has been 
followed by an exhibition 
consisting of four individual 


shows presenting work by -X. 
Dunikowski, H. Gotlib, K. Hiller 
and W. Jarocki. The largest 
collection is that of Hiller and it 
is also the most interesting. These 
mathematical exercises in paint 
and in black-and-white 
carry a conviction of their 
artistic sincerity and though 
mostly quite incomprehensible to 
the uninitiated are often pleasing 
to the eye. The paintings of 
Gotlib give the same impression 
of profound intellectual honesty 
but it has led the artist in exactly 
the opposite direction. Hiller 
concentrates on pure form, trying 
to infuse it with independent life, 
Gotlib tries to find the 
expression of living objects by 
disintegrating their outward 
form. There are several pictures 
of a different character in the 


collection he shows but that is 
the main impression, 
Dunikowski shows two 


sculptures of monumental 
dimensions, one excellent, the 
other nowise so, and a number of 
oil paintings which do not fulfil 
the promise of his first attempts 
in this field. The most interesting 
is the portrait with a statue. 

Jarocki exhibits his usual 
peasant types and portraits in 
winter landscapes, There is much 
coloristically fine treatment in 
some of them but none of the 
exhibited pictures is wholly 
satisfactory. 

The exhibition will interest two 
classes of spectators — those who 
wish to study “advanced“ 
experiments in art who will visit 
it to see Hiller and Gotlib, and 
those who like to see folklore 
presented in pictures and 
will therefore turn to Jarocki. 
Admirers of Dunikowski‘s sculp- 
ture will find that the exhibition
